Recently, a visitor asked after Mass, "Did you use unleavened bread?" 
I think that she had never seen freshly baked bread at the Eucharist. Why 
does OLBH use bread baked by a parishioner? The General Instruction for 
the Roman Missal states: "The bread for celebrating the Eucharist must be 
made only from wheat, must be recently baked, and according to the 
ancient tradition, must be unleavened. The meaning of the sign demands 
that... [it] truly have the appearance of food" (GIRM, 320). 

One reason for locally baked bread is to ensure that it is recently baked 
and looks like food. Kids will tell you if it doesn't look like food or taste 
like bread. Once I was practicing with children for First Communion, and 
after distributing the unconsecrated hosts I asked them: "What did it 

taste like?" One child said, "Carpet.". Hosts get stale and lose the 

taste of bread. The hosts we use for daily Mass are purchased from St. 
Martin's Monastery. But they order hosts from their supplier only a few 
times a year. Thus, they are definitely not "recently baked." 

Also, the bread and wine carried forward at Mass is a symbolic gesture 
of the whole assembly giving back to God the gifts they have received. In 
fact, at each Mass we are to offer ourselves together with the bread and 
wine. So it makes sense to use bread baked by a parishioner in order to 
connect the personal offering. 

The bread of the Eucharist is a sign of UNITY. Accordingly, we use a 
large piece of bread that can be shared by many. The Roman Missal states 
that, "the Eucharistic bread should be made in such a way that the priest 
is able to break it into parts for distribution to the faithful." The breaking 
of the bread "brings out more clearly the sign of unity of all in the one 
bread, and the sign of charity as the one bread is distributed among the 
brothers and sisters" (GIRM, 321). The one bread broken for all unites us 
in the charity of Christ. 

Baking bread for Eucharist is as old as the Church. It reminds us of the 
Last Supper and the Passover meal prepared by each family. Regrettably, 
most of our bread bakers recently notified us that they can no longer help 
in this ministry. Therefore, at times we will not be using freshly baked 
unleavened bread, but purchased hosts. If interested in this ministry, call 
Kassi Jolley at the parish office, or Mary Blauvelt at 343-6906. 

Each ministry is a way of offering yourself to God at Mass. This parish 
is blessed with great participation. However, the summer is a challenge. 
Recently some families contacted the office to say that they are not 
available for ministries this summer. This puts a strain on the others who 
serve. What would Mass look like if everyone decided to take the 
summer off? What would it say about the faith of our community?
